Third Orchard Spray
Orchardlsts who have not yet appll.

ed the third spray of the year, "the
three weeks' sprny," which is usually
applied three weeks after the petals
have fallen, are advised to do so at
once by horticulture specialists at tho
University Farm. This spray Is design-
ed to control scab, blotch, and codling
moth, nnd it is essential that every bit
of exposed leaf and fruit surface be
thoroly covored with a thin film spray
mixture. This mixturo consists of 1

gallons of lime sulphur and 2 to 2
pounds of arsenate of lead paste (or 1

to ljii pounds of arsenate of lead pow-

der) in CO gallons of water. Further
information will be sont upon applica
tion to the Department of Horticulture
University Farm, Lincoln, Nebraska.
